Wrinkle# ? are as natural to old age as 
is a full smooth face to childhood. They 
are due mainly fc '/ certain shrinkage of 
the muscles— t» shrinkage which charac 
terizes more or less the entire system in 
the later period of life,

adv anced life the height is somewhat
